THE WEEK IN 
EDMONTON 


(By Dan E. Campbell) 


With a view to providing good 
highways on the main tourist routes 
the Alberta public works department 
is planning an extensive program 
during the summer. Application has 
already been made ta the Dominion 
for a two million dollar grant and 
Works Minister ‘Wi A, Fallow plans 
to confer with Ottawa officials in 
connection with this at an early date. 
'Total apropriations for the year 
are more than two million dollars, of 
which one million is for new con- 
struction and the rest for maintena- 
ance, bridges, ferries and district 
highways. “We intend first cf all 
to complete projects held up by the 
winter season, and iwill press to com- 
vletion work on the Edmonton-Jas- 

, h'ghwey before July 1st.” 

July 1st is the official opening date 
of the mountain highway between 
Banff and Jasper. A.M.A. and pro- 
vincial government officials have al- 
ready been active with the Dominion 
and with) local authorities in the lay- 
ing of plans for the opening. Motor 
cavalcades will prlobably cover the 
route from Calgary and Edmonton 
for the opening, But fearing traffic 
jams, and owing to the date ‘being a 
holiday, it is expected that the road 
may be thrown open to tourists some 
days ahead of time. 

Alberta’s bacon policies, which al- 
ready had a mairked effeet on the 
number of select hog marketings in 
the province, will be amply justified 
in the near future, according to ob- 
servers in Edmonton. Subjugation of 
Denmark by Nagi Germany, with 
consequent closing of this supply 
base to Britain, will create a brand 
new market for Alberta bacon and 
dairy products. Feeling is that with 
Albertan bacon men providing _ both 
quality and quantity to this market, 
it will be held after hostilities ceage. 

Certificate of incorporation has 
been gnamted to Alberta’s 28th credit 
union, Hion, E. C. Manning announced 
last, week. Formed hy permanent em- 
ployees of the Raymond eugar fact- 


ory, the new co-operative savings and 
loan association has forty members 
signed and forty, signifying inten- 
tion to do so shortly. Organization 
of this union followed a year’s suc- 
cessful operation of the Picture Butte 
sugar workers’ union. With 64 mem- 
bers the Picture Butte body has ac- 
cumulated assets of $2,070 andin the 
current year alone has issued more 
than $3,000 in personal loans to 
members, 

Roy Ballhorn, Wetaskiwin stock- 
man, received 37% cents a pound for 
beef in Edmonton. His steer on the 
hoof netted him $375. The animal 
was champion of the annual spring 
show and the reserve champion, ex- 
hibited by Laura Lappenbush of To- 
field, pulled down a neat 85 cents a| 
pound, Tota) number of live stock! 
sold was 386 and 30 Edmonton firms 
did the buying. 

Edmonton stands fifth in the Do-;

Declaring that this country has already become 
the geographical centre of the British Empire, Mr, Birchall saw prospects | 
of Canada becoming the world’s air centre through the British Common- 
wealth Air Training scheme. 

4It may be Canada’s highest mission,” said Mr. Birchall, ‘to bring us 
ull together—the democracies of the old world and the democracies of the 
new, to be the keystone of Anglo-Saxondom, holding together a great arch 
of peace and progress, topped by the ancient culture of France.” | 

A brilliant vision and by no means an impractical one. Indeed, our 
feet are already planted on the broad highway to the goal conjured up by 
the New York newspaperman. It remains for us to see that the road is| 
traversed without deviation until the objective is reached. It cannot be 
achieved, however, until the war has been won. Hence the importance of 
bending every energy to the first task immediately at hand, that of defeat- 
ing the enemy thoroughly and speedily. The sooner that milestone has been

“It has been of great advantage to us to have these six months in which we 
have been abje so vastly to improve our preparation and equipment, What- 
ever use Germany may have made of the six months, on balance, it is the 
Allies who have gained.”

Having ‘missed the bus,’ Hitler and his colleagues appear to be living | 
in a fool’s paradise, fondly hoping that they may be extricated from their 
dilemma by a negotiated peace—an eventuality which is beyond all possi- | 
bility, if the Allied leaders maintain the stand which they have stoutly held 
since the outbreak of hostilities, There is no reason to believe there will 
be any weakening of the position that Naziism must be rendered impotent 
before the Allies will lay down their arms, Indeed, any other decision | 
would:be an invitation for a repetition elsewhere of the rape of Czecho- 
Slovakia and Poland. 

Until the routing and uprooting of Naziism has been consummated 
therefore, the people of this country must be content to continue their par- 
ticipation in the war with patience, determination and indomitability and, 
in the meantime, take advantage of opportunities which will arise from 
time to time to prepare the scaffolding for the magnificent national struc- 
ture which may and will be erected once peace has been restored.

Another Reonomy Measure 


German Housewives Use Shopping 
Basket To Save Wrapping Paper 
German housewives have brought 

out the old-fashiontd shopping bas- 

kets to help win the war. ‘ 
An almost forgotten relic in mos 
German households, the shopping 
basket has now become a treasured 
auxiliary to the Hausfraus because 
grocers and butchers are unable to 
deliver goods to the homes and—- 
more important—because it saves 
wrapping paper and paper bags. 
The basket enjoys the benediction 
of authorities who publicly have told 

German women to use it in shopping. 

It is pointed out that potatoes, for) 

instance, can be dumped right into 

the basket, as can other vegetables, 
canned goods, standardized soap and | 
other such commodities, Some stores 
have taken the hint of the Govern- 
ment and are now displaying signs 


baskets with them. 

This is one of many German war- 
time economy measures. Another is 
bone-collecting, which has become a 
high patriotic duty. | 

The official German news agency, 
DNB, has circulated this admoni- 
tion: “Housewives, don’t burn any 
bones and don’t throw them into the 
garbage can.’ Bones should be put 
aside, even when they have been 
used for soups, and kept in readiness 
for school children, the Hitler Youths | 
and other voluntary bone collectors, 
the authorities say. 

Bones thus collected can be put to 
three uses: For the manufacture of 
mucilage, for industrial fats and for | 
fertilizers. 

The fats contained in bones, it is|

Or Vegetables 
Man can eat grass and get more 
vitamins from it than from all the 
other plants and fruits put together. 
Twelve pounds, dried, of the stuff 
tnat files from the lawn mower con- 
tains more vitamins than 340 pounds 


|of fruit and vegetables—more fruits 


and vegetables than the average per- 


| son eatg in a year. 


This scientific discovery, along 
with methods to make grass powder 
palatable in pancakes, breakfast 
foods, bread, cookies, desserts and 
candy, was made public by the Am- 
erican Chemical Society, which be- 
gins a five-day meeting with about 
3,500 leading chemists on hand. 

The man-eats-grass report 
from W. 
and C, F. Schnable of Kansas City, 
Mo., who contend that the grass 


came 


| powder can be made cheaply enough 
| to be put in common foods with little 


expense, 

Raw grass is not palatable and 
when sun-dried it loses vitamins. 
But in recent years agricultural 
scientists have discovered that quick 
drying preserves most of the vita- 
min content. 

Trying this for a human food, the 
Kansas City chemists dried the 


|grass in a flash high temperature. 


Then they powdered it and found that 
if it is sealed in containers filled with 
nitrogen, the vitamins last unim- 
paired for about two years. 

The report said powdered grass 
contains 280,000 international units 
of vitamin as against from 1,000 up 
to 12,000 units for equal quantities 
of all fruits and vegetables.
